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GOVERNOR. 


Hon.  Moody  Currier,  of  Manchester,  was  born  in  Boscawen,   April  22,  1806. 
He  lived  for  a  time  in  Diinbarton  and  Bow,  woi'king  on  a  farm  in  summer,  going 
to  school  in  the  fall,  and  teaching  in  the  winter.     He  fitted  for  college  at  Hopkin- 
ton  academy,  and  graduated  from  Dai-tmouth  in  1834.     He  then   taught  school  in 
Concord,  and  assisted  in  editing  the   N".  H.  •'  Literary  Gazette."     He  was   then 
principal  of  Hopkinton  academy  for  a  year,  and  master  of  the  Lowell  (Mass.)  high 
school  from  1836  till  1841,  when  he  removed  to  Manchester.     He  had  previously 
studied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the   bar  soon  after  going  to  Manchester,  and 
formed  a  law  partnership  with    Hon.    George  W.  Morrison.     The  next  year  he 
purchased  an  interest  in  the  Manchester  "  Democrat."  and  for  a  while  devoted  a  part 
of  his  time  to  editorial  labor.     His  partnership  with  Mr.  Morrison  was  dissolved 
in  1843,  and  he  pursued  his  profession  independently  till   L"^4S,  when  he   became 
cashier  of  the  old  Amoskeag  bank,  then  just  organized.     He  has  continued  in  the 
banking  business  ever  since;  he  was  appointed  treasurer  of  the  Amoskeag  Savings 
bank  upon  its  organization  in  1852.  and  held  the  office   till  his  election  as  Gov- 
ernor: he  has  been  president  of  the  Amoskeag  National  bank  since  its  organization 
in  1864,  director  of  the  People's  Savings  bank  from  its  formation  in  1874,  director 
of  the  lilodget  Edge-Tool  Co.,  and  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Amoskeag  Axe 
Co.,  which  succeeded  the  former  in  1862,  director  of   the  Manchester  Gas-Light 
Co.  since  1862,  director  of  the  Manchester  Mills  since  its  organization   in   1874, 
treasurer  of  the  Concord  &  Portsmouth  railroad  since  185G,  treasurer  of  the   Con- 
cord railroad  in  1871  and  1872,  and  treasurer  of  the  New  England   Loan  Co.     He 
is  a  L^nitarian  in  religious   belief;  has   three  times  married,   and    has   had   two 
children.     He  served  as  clerk  of  the  Senate  in    1843  and  1844,  and  was  a  member 
of  that  body  in   1856  and   1857,  being  its  president  in   the  latter  year.     He   was 
also  a  member  of  the  executive  council  in  the  trying  times  of  1860  and  1861,  and 
rendered  great  service  to  the  state  as  chairman  of  the  war  committee,  exhibiting 
great  executive  ability  in  raising  and  equipping  troops,  and  starting  into  life  a  new 
military  organization.     The  state  has   reason  to    be  grateful  to  him   for  his  noble 
service  during  this  period.     He  was  a  Democrat  till  the   repeal  of  the  Missouri 
compromise,    and  has   since  been  an  ardent   Republican.     Mr.  Currier  is  a  self- 
made  man,  and  has  achieved  a  wonderful  success,  ama.ssing  a  handsome  fortune. 
He  has  built  up  and  managed  the  largest  banking  institutions  in  the  state,  and  his 
great  reputation  with  the  outside  world  is  justly  that  of  an  able  financier.     His 
ability  in  that  direction  is  fully  equaled  by  his  remarkable   scholarship.     Educated 
for  a  profession,  and  once  a  teacher,  editor,  and   lawyer,  he  has  found  time,  in  the 
midst  of  the  busy  life  he  has  since  led,  to  preserve  and  strengthen  the  tastes  of  a 
lover  of  the  arts,  science,  and  literature.     Long  a  fine  Latin  and  Greek  scholar  he 
has  educated  himself  to  be  familiar  with  the  French,  German,   Italian,  and  Span- 
ish, reading  them  at  sight.     He  has    written  much  poetry  for  his  own  recreation 
and  a  volume  of  fugitive  pieces  has  been  published    for  distribution   among  his 
friends.     He  is  one  of  the  finest  scholars  the    state  can  boast  of.     He  stands  as 
one  of  the  foremost  citizens  of  the  state  which  honors  itself  in  calling  him  to 
her  chief  office.     In  all  the  relations  of  life,  whether  as  a  business  man,   a  pri- 
vate citizen,  a  neighbor,  or  a  public  servant,  he  has  ever  proved  himself  to  be  a 
true  man,  beloved  and  respected  by  all.

COUNCIL. 

District  No.  1--Chaulks  \V.  Talpey,  Farmiiigtoii.  Republican,  straight, 
Free  Baptist,  engaged  in  insurance  business,  married;  age,  49.  Born  in  York, 
Me.,  November  16,  183");  lived  in  Farmington  since  1867.  Educated  in  the 
common  schools  and  at  the  New  Hampshire  Conference  Seminary  at  Tilton.  AVas 
formerly  a  sailor  and  master  of  a  vessel  four  years,  sailing  from  Portsmouth  prin- 
cipally. Chairman  of  .selectmen  four  years,  treasurer  five  years,  tax-collector  one 
year.  Was  an  alternate  to  the  Republican  national  convention  of  1884,  and  a  red- 
hot  Blaine  man.     Member  of  the  Senate  in  1881.     Always  a  Republican. 

District  No.  2  —  Bkn.iamin  A.  Kimball,  Concord.  Republican,  Congregational- 
ist,  manufacturer,  married;  age,  51.  Born  in  Boscawen,  August  22,  1833,  and 
has  resided  in  Concord  for  the  last  thirty-five  years.  Educated  at  the  Chandler 
Scientific  Department,  Dartmouth  College,  class  of  '54.  After  graduation,  being 
well  fitted  for  his  chosen  profession  of  mechanical  engineer,  he  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Concord  R.  R.  Co.  as  draughtsman  and  machinist,  having  a  complete  and 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  practical   service  which  he  entered  at  that  time.     He 
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became  foreman  of  the  shop  after  two  years,  and  a  full  master-mechanic  at  the  age 
of  twenty-six.  He  remained  in  that  capacity  till  he  went  into  the  present  firm  of 
Ford  &  Kimball  in  1865,  twenty  years  ago.  His  partner  is  Mr.  Theodore  H.  Ford, 
and  their  business  is  manufacturing  car-wheels,  and  brass  and  iron  founders.  Thej 
have  added  to  and  enlarged  their  business  from  time  to  time,  and  it  has  continued 
in  successful  operation.  Mr.  Kimball  has  been  connected  with  some  of  the  solid 
institutions  and  most  important  enterprises  of  his  adopted  city  for  a  number  of 
years.  He  served  as  member  of  the  water  board  for  six  years,  being  president  of 
the  board  for  four  years;  was  a  valuable  member  of  it  during  the  time  of  putting 
in  the  works,  and  with  .Tudge  Minot  as  acting  executive  committee  they  had  charge 
during  the  whole  construction  of  the  works  and  putting  them  in  successful  opera- 
tion. He  has  served  as  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Merrimack  Savings  bank,  and 
was  president  and  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Concord  Savings  bank,  under  whose 
administration  the  affairs  of  the  bank  were  closed  up  without  loss  to  the  depositors. 
He  is  now  president  of  the  Mechanicks  National  bank.  .laimary  11,  187'J,  he 
w^as  chosen  a  director  of  the  Concord  railroad,  in  place  of  Gov.  Stearns,  deceased, 
and  has  since  been  closely  connected  with  the  road  and  its  management  and  its 
branch  system  of  roads,  rendering  very  valuable  pergonal  service  in  connection  with 
the  building  of  new  depots  and  making  other  improvements,  his  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  his  profession  enabling  him,  as  in  tlie  constiuction  of  the  city  water-works, 
to  readily  render  most  important  aid.  He  is  also  connected  with  the  direction  of 
several  manufacturing  corpoial ions,  and  has  been  obliged  to  decline  similar  posi- 
tions in  others.  Member  of  the  House  in  1870,  and  was  renominated  the  next 
year,  but  declined  the  honor.  He  has  never  sought  office,  but  is  justly  regarded 
as  one  of  the  woithy.  irne  men  of  the  state,whom  the  people  delight  to  honor.  He 
was  always  a  Kepublican. 

Dist?-ict  No.  'ii  —  MoRTiER  L.  Morrison,  Peterborough.  Republican,  Unita- 
rian, treasurer  of  Peterborough  Savings  bank,  married ;  age,  48.  Born  in  Peter- 
borough. July  2,  1836,  and  has  always  resided  there  Early  ill  health  prevented 
him  from  obtaining  a  liberal  education,  but  he  pursued  an  extended  cour.se  of  pri- 
vate study.  Subsequently  improving  physically,  he  learned  the  trade  of  paper- 
making.  Served  in  the  13th  New  Hampshire  Vols.,  from  its  organization  in 
September,  1862,  till  its  discharge  in  June,  1865;  he  was  mustered  in  as  quarter- 
master-sergeant, and  pronuted  to  quartermaster  in  August,  1863.  Afterwards  for 
some  years  he  was  a  paper-manufacturer  in  Peterborough.  In  1873  he  was  chosen 
treasurer  of  the  Peterborough  Savings  bank,  which  position  he  now  occupies.  He 
has  also  been  president  of  the  First  National  bank  of  ?"'rancestown  since  1881. 
He  served  as  selectman  in  1868-69  and  70.  Member  of  the  House  in  1879  and 
1881.  Is  a  man  of  good,  .sound  judgment  and  thorougli  business  qualifications. 
He  was  a  Democrat  till  1862. 

District  No.  4  —  Petp:r  Upton,  Jaffrey.  Kepublican,  Congregationalist,  banker, 
married;  age.  68.  Born  in  Tyngsboro',  Ma.ss.,  October  1.  1816.  and  has  resided  in 
East  .laffrey  since  1837.  Educated  in  the  common  schools,  and  Pepperell,  Mass., 
and  New  Ipswich,  N.  H..  academies.  Was  engaged  in  trade  at  East  .latfrey, 
under  various  firm  names,  from  1840  to  1861,  one  of  his  partners  —  at  first  a  clerk  — 
being  Hon.  Charles  H.  I*owers.  Was  chosen  cashier  of  the  Monailnock  bank  now 
the  Monadnock  National  bank,  at  its  organization  in  1850,  and  retained  the  posi- 
tion until  .January,  1881,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  jiresidency.  He  has  had 
entire  charge  of  its  aff;iirs  during  the  whole  time,  except  for  the  first  two  or  three 
years.  He  has  also  served  as  treasurer  of  the  Monadnock  Savings  bank  since  1870. 
No  two  similar  institutions  in  I  he  state  have  been  more  successful  than  these  two 
banks.  He  has  been  a  director  and  active  [)ronioter  of  the  Monadnock  railroad 
since  its  organization.  He  served  as  postmaster  from  1861  till  he  resigned  in  1884. 
Member  of  the  House  in  1848-49  and  50.  He  is  a  man  of  ripe  financial  experience 
and  sound  judgment.     He  was  formerly  a  Whig. 

District  No.  5 — John  Woodman  Jkwkil,  Strafford.  Democrat,  independent 
in  religious  l)elief,  merchant,  married;  age,  53.  B  irn  in  Str.ifford,  July  26,  1831,  and 
always  resided  there.  His  paternal  great-grandfather  was  a  volunteer  at  the  battle 
of  Bunker  Hill,  coming  out  with  nothing  but  the  barrel  of  his  musket  left.  He  died 
of  fever  while  in  the  service.     His  father,  Milton  Jewell,  was  born  at  Norlhfield, 
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and  his  mother^  Nancy  Colley,  at  Madbury.  They  were  married  in  1830,  and  had 
five  sons  and  four  daughters.  John  W.  was  the  eldest.  His  father  moved  to 
Strafford  in  1S28,  and  established  himself  in  the  tanning  and  currying  business 
and  manufacturing  boots  and  shoes.  He  was  very  successful  till  1832,  when  the 
dam  at  the  outlet  of  Bow  Lake  qave  way,  and  the  most  of  his  property  was  de- 
stroyed. He  continued  his  business,  however,  till  1865,  when  failing  health  com- 
pelled him  to  give  it  up.  He  died  June  4,  1859,  leaving  to  his  descendants  the 
record  of  an  untarnished  name.  His  wife,  the  mother  of  John  W.,  survived  till 
April  7,  1880.  John  VV.  early  learned  to  labor.  When  but  five  years  of  age  he 
was  tied  in  a  chair  attached  to  a  sweep,  and  set  to  drive  a  horse  to  grind  bark  in 
his  lather's  tan-yard,  and  from  that  time  onward  he  has  never  shrunk  from  an 
earnest  discharge  of  life's  duties.  He  thoroughly  learned  his  father's  trade,  but  not 
liking  it,  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  he  commenced  to  battle  with  life  for  himself.  The 
first  money  he  earned  he  expended  in  attending  Gilmanton  academy.  Then,  for 
three  successive  summers,  he  worked  in  a  steam  saw-mill,  teaching  school  during 
the  winter,  and  in  spring  and  fall  attending  school  at  Strafford  Seminary, 
now  Austin  academy.  In  1853  he  entered  the  employ  of  S.  A.  &  B.  F.  Haley,  of 
Newmarket,  as  clerk,  and  remained  a  year ;  then,  at  the  urgent  request  of  the  late 
Hon.  B.  W.  Jenness,  the  leading  business  man  of  Strafford,  he  returned  to  his 
native  town  and  entered  his  employ  and  regained  with  him  until  1864,  when  he 
bought  him  out,  and  has  since  been  the  leading  merchant  in  town.  He  has  been 
succe.ssful  and  is  very  popular.  His  counsel  has  been  sought  in  many  important 
matters  in  town  tor  years,  and  his  sagacious  advice  has  been  of  much  benefit.  He 
is  one  of  the  standard-bearers  of  the  Democracy,  and  has  often  been  honored  by 
political  trust.  He  has  been  moderator,  superintendent  of  schools,  and  selectman 
He  was  sheriff  of  Strafford  county  from  1874  to  1876.  For  ten  years  he  was  post- 
master, and  has  served  on  the  Democratic  state  committee.  He  has  ever  been 
active  in  all  matters  for  the  improvement  and  advancement  of  his  town.  Com- 
mencing life  without  a  dollar,  he  is  to-day  in  ample  circumstances,  the  result  of 
his  business  energy  and  thrift.  He  occupies  a  very  prominent  position  in  social, 
political,  and  business  circles.  He  was  married  October  9,  1853,  to  Sarah  Folsom 
Gale,  of  Upper  Gilmanton,  now  Belmont,  and  has  three  children,  a  daughter  and 
two  sons,  the  elder  son  being  engaged  in  business  with  him.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  House  in  1862.     He  was  alwavs  a  Democrat.

SENATE. 

The  Senate  is  composed  of  ^24  members,  viz. :  Eepublicans,  16;  Democrats,  8; 
total,  24. 

The  oldest  member  is  the  Hon.  William  H.  Morton,  of  Rollinsford,  who  is  70; 
the  youngest  member  is  the  Hon.  John  Hatch,  of  Greenland,  who  is  33.  Two  of 
the  members  are  between  30  and  40  years  of  age,  seven  between- 40  and  50,  seven 
between  50  and  60,  seven  between  60  and  70,  and  one  who  has  reached  70.  All 
are  natives  of  the  state  except  fivo,  two  having  been  born  in  Maine,  one  in  Massa- 
chusetts, one  in  Vermont,  and  one  in  Prussia.  Xine  of  the  members  were  boi'n 
in  the  towns  where  they  now  reside.  Seven  are  college  graduates,  eleven  received 
an  academic  education,  and  six  had  the  advantages  afforded  by  the  common  and 
high  schools  of  the  state.  Nineteen  have  been  members  of  the  House,  two  have 
served  in  both  branches,  and  one  has  never  had  legislative  experience. 

Five  are  Congregationalists,  five  Episcopalians,  four  Unitarians,  two  Baptists, 
one  Catholic,  one  Swedenborgian,  one  Universalist,  one  who  believes  in  the  "  re- 
ligion of  Jesus  Christ,"  one  who  believes  in  "  any  religion  that  makes  people 
better,"  one's  creed  is  to  "  owe  no  man  anything,  and  do  as  you  would  be  done 
by,"  and  one  who  has  no  religious  preference. 

Two  of  the  members  are  single  and  two  others  are  widowers. 

The  profession  or  occupation  of  members  isas  follows  :  Farmers,  5;  lawyers, 
3;  manufacturers,  3;  farmers,  with  other  occupations  united,  3;  merchants,  2; 
and  one  each,  bank  treasurer  and  cashier,  carpenter,  civil  engineer,  editor,  lawyer 
and  banker,  physician  and  surgeon,  superintendent,  and  retired. 


Bkrry,  Jonathan  L.,  Strafford,  Pittsfield  District,  No.  11.  Democrat,  believes 
in  any  religion  which  makes  people  better,  but  is  allied  to  no  church,  farmer,  and 
engaged  in  the  box  and  lumber  business,  married;  age,  58.  Born  in  Nortii  Bar- 
rington,  and  has  always  resided  there.  Educated  in  the  schools  of  the  town  and 
at  Pittsfield  academy.  Taught  school  several  winters  and  commenced  farming  at 
an  early  age  on  the  parental  homestead  with  his  brother,  J.  W.  Berry,  who  is  still 
his  partner  in  business.  In  1860,  they  commenced  in  the  lumber  business  under 
the  firm  nameofBerrys  &  Felker,  which  continued  about  ten  years,  when  they 
bought  out  Mr.  Felker,  and  have  since  continued  in  the  lumber  and  box  business 
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under  the  firranjf  Berry  Brothers.  He  has  served  the  town  three  years  as  select- 
man, and  was  always  a  Democrat,  taking  an  active  part  in  town,  county,  and  state 
politics. 

Bingham.  Harry,  Littleton.  Grafton  District,  No.  2.  Democrat.  Episcopal 
preference,  lawyer,  single:  age,  64.  liorn  in  Concord,  Vt.,  and  has  resided  in  Lit- 
tleton since  1846.  Educated  in  the  common  schools,  the  Waterford  (Vt.)  high 
school,  Lyndon  (Vt.)  academy,  and  Dartmouth  College,  class  of  '43.  Read  lavr 
with  Hon.  Harry  Hibbard  at  Bath  ;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  May,  1846,  and 
began  practice  at  Littleton  in  September  of  that  year.  Was  elected  to  the  House 
in  1861,  and  served  for  eighteen  years,  the  longest  service  of  any  person  in  the 
state,  being  continuous  for  twenty-two  years,  excepting  the  years  1866-67,  69-70. 
Member  of  the  Senate  in  1883-84.     Always  a  Democrat. 

Brackktt,  Asa  M.,  Wakefield,  Winnipiseogee  District,  No.  6.  Democrat, 
Congregationalist,  carpenter,  widower;  age,  45.  Born  in  Wakefield,  December  14, 
1839,  and  has  always  resided  there.  Educated  in  the  district  school,  and  one  year 
in  the  Maine  State  Seminary,  Lewiston,  Me.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  a  farm, 
attending  school  about  six  weeks  in  winter  till  nineteen  years  of  age.  Was  engaged 
in  trade  at  Union  Village  from  1863  to  1868,  and  for  the  past  thirteen  years  has 
been  in  the  employ  of  the  Conway  division  of  the  Eastern  railroad,  now  leased  to 
the  B  &  M.  railroad,  as  carpenter.  Became  a  member  of  Unity  Lodge,  F.  A. 
A.  M.,  No.  62,  March  10,  1863;  was  elected  master  in  1868,  and  held  that  office 
seven  years;  re-elected  in  1878  and  continued  in  office  four  years;  was  appointed 
district  grand  lecturer  in  1868,  and  district  I).  G.  M.  in  1882-83  and  84, 
Served  as  selectman  in  1878-79  and  80.  Member  of  the  House  in  1870  and 
1871.     Was  always  a  good  Democrat. 

Brown,  Manson  S.,  Plymouth,  Plymouth  District,  No.  4.  Republican,  Bap- 
tist, farmer,  married;  age,  49.  Born  in  Bridgewater.  November  30,  1835.  Edu- 
cated at  New  Hampton.  Served  in  Co.  C,  13th  N.  H.  Vols.,  till  the  close  of  the 
war.  He  led  the  first  band  of  music  that  entered  the  city  of  Richmond  when  it 
was  captured.  He  was  with  his  regiment  in  all  of  its  engagements  during  its 
term  of  service.  He  has  served  as  deputy-sheriff  and  sheriff  of  Grafton  county, 
and  was  always  a  Republican. 

Chamberlain, William  P.,  Keene,  Keene  District,  No.  13.  Republican,  Con- 
gresatioiialist,  dry -goods  merchant,  married ;  age  52.  Born  in  Svvanzey,  June  2, 
1833.  At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  entered  a  tailoring  establishment  at  Keene,  to 
learn  the  trade,  but  his  great  passion  for  music  led  him  to  abandon  this  and  enter 
the  concert  field.  In  1851  he  was  a  member  of  the  Ossian  '  ards,  formed  by  Ossian 
E.  Dodge,  of  Boston.  About  this  time  he  arranged  and  published  his  first  song, 
"  Hurrah  for  old  New  England,"  which  has  become  familiar  and  very  popular 
throughout  the  country.

1861,  and  since  then  at  Lebanon.  Educated  at  New  Hampton  and  Phillips  Exe- 
ter academy.  He  entered  the  office  of  the  Peterborough  "  Transcript  "  as  an  ap- 
prentice in  1852,  and  purchased  the  office  in  1853.  Published  the  "  New  Hamp- 
.shire  Phenix,"  a  temperance  paper,  at  Concord  in  1855.  Was  afterwards  employed 
on  the  •'  Sullivan  Republican  "  at  Newport,  and  the  "  N.  H.  Sentinel  "  at  Keene. 
Purchased  the  "  (Jranite  State  Free  Press "  at  Lebanon  in  1861,  and  has  since 
published  and  edited  it,  except  during  four  years,  when,  on  account  of  failing 
health,  it  was  published  by  his  son,  during  which  time,  however,  he  contributed  to 
its  editorial  columns  nearly  every  week.     He  is  an  incisive,  clear,  and  pleasing 
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writer,  possesses  very  decided  convictions,  and  is  fearless  in  expressing  them.  He 
has  long  been  one  of  the  leading  newspaper  men  in  the  state.  Member  of  the 
House  in  1867  and  1808.     Was  formerly  a  Free-Soiler. 

Clark,  Peter  Hobart,  New  Ipswich,  Peterborough  District,  No.  15.  Repub- 
lican. Protestant  preference,  his  religious  creed  being  to  "  owe  no  man  anything, 
and  do  as  you  would  be  done  by,"  engaged  in  no  active  business  at  present,  mar- 
ried;  age,  68.  Born  in  New  Ipswich,  December  10,  1816,  and  has  resided  there 
for  the  past  forty  years.  Educated  at  the  common  school  and  academy.  At  the 
age  of  twelve  years  he  left  home,  and  was  employed  a^  clerk  in  stores  at  Concord, 
Mass.,  Lowell,  and  Boston.  In  early  life  he  developed  a  talent  for  music,  and  at 
the  age  of  twenty,  having  devoted  .some  time  to  study,  returned  to  his  native  town, 
making  music  a  profession,  instructing  in  both  vocal  and  instrumental  departments. 
He  was  successful  as  a  teacher  of  singing  schools,  and  was  band-master  twenty 
years,  and  favorably  known  throughout  New  England  as  an  E  flat  bugle-player. 
He  was  engaged  in  this  occupation  for  thirty  years,  with  the  exception  of  the  last 
four,  which  were  spent  in  the  concert  field.  In  1805  he  became  proprietor  of  the 
hotel  at  New  Ipswich,  afterwards  known  as  "Clark's  Hotel,"  and  for  thirteen 
years  demonstrated  the  fact  that  he  could  keep  a  hotel,  as  thousands  of  travelers, 
tourists,  and  summer  i)oarders  will  attest.

In  1865-66 
was  collector  of  taxes ;  for  ten  years  prior  to  1868  was  deputy-sheriff.  In  1880- 
81-82  and  83  was  collector  of  taxes.  His  life  has  been  marked  by  industry, 
energy,and  integrity.     Member  of  the  House  in  1878  and  1879.     Formerly  a  Whig. 

Clarke,  Nathaniel  H.,  Plaistow,  Rockingham  District,  No.  21.  Republican, 
Congregationalist,  farmer,  man-ied;  age.  59.  Born  in  Plaistow,  and  has  always 
resided  there.  Educated  in  Plaistow  and  Atkinson  academy.  Is  a  substantial 
and  popular  citizen.  Has  served  as  .selectman,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Constitu- 
tional convention  of  1876.     Member  of  the  Hou.se  in  1878. 

Collins,  John  S.,  Gilsum.  Hillsborough  District.  No.  8.  Democrat,  Catholic, 
woolen-manufacturer,  single;  age,  43.  Born  in  Oxford.  Mass.,  and  has  lived  in 
Gilsum  seventeen  years.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools,  and  has  held 
various  town  offices.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  187^  and  1873,  serving 
his  constituents  with  credit.     He  was  always  a  Democrat. 

Davis,  Murray,  Chesterfield,  Cheshire  District,  No.  U.  Republican..  Univer- 
salist,  farmer,  married;  age,  39.  Born  in  Chesterfield,  December  16,  1845,  and 
has  always  resided  there.  Educated  in  the  common  school,  at  Chesterfield  academy, 
and  at  the  American  Busine.ss  College,  Springfield,  Mass.  oerved  in  Co.  F,  14th 
N.  II.  Vols.,  and  was  shipwrecked  on  the  old  ship ''Daniel  Webster  "  in  1864,  off 
Cape  Hatteras,  while  en  route  from  New  York  to  join  Gen.  Banks'  famou.s'  Red  Riv- 
er expedition;  was  afterwards  assis^^ned  to  duty  under  Gen.  Sheridan  in  July  of  the 
same  year.  Lost  his  left  leg  below  the  knee  at  the  battle  of  Winchester,  Septem- 
ber 19,  1864,  taken  prisoner  and  retaken  the  same  day;  discharged  July  12,  1865. 
Has  held  all  the  offices  in  the  gift  of  his  townsmen:  town  clerk  two  3'ears,  treas- 
urer eight  years,  selectman  ten  years,  and  moderator'at  nearly  all  the  town  meetings 
since  1870;  postmaster  in  1873 "and  1874.

Born  at  Davisville,  "War- 
ner, July  29,  1834,  and  removed  to  Contoocook  in  1874.  Educated  at  New  Lon- 
don. Has  served  as  moderator  for  .several  years.  Was  appointed  on  the  building 
committee  for  the  erection  of  tiie  Merrimack  county  buildings  in  1878,  but  with 
Frank  Randall,  of  Pittsfield.  refused  to  adopt  the  plans  of  the  present  structure, 
and  declined  to  act  with  the  committee,  being  in  a  minority.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  House  in  1878,  and  was  always  a  Republican. 

Gault,  Jesse,  Hooksett,  Londonderry  District,  No.  20.  Republican,  believes  in 
the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ,  farmer  and  brick-maker  by  occupation,  married:  age, 
62.  Born  in  Hooksett  in  1823,  and  always  resided  there.  Educated  at  Pembroke 
/ 
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academy.  Hasrheld  office  for  several  years,  such  as  town  clerk,  selectman,  etc. 
Served  as  railroad  commissioner  from  1867  to  1870,  and  was  chairman  of  the  board 
in  the  latter  year.  Was  a  delegate  to  the  national  Republican  convention  at  Cin- 
cinnati in  1876.  Member  of  the  Constitutional  convention  in  1852-53,  and  the 
youngest  member  of  that  body.  Member  of  the  House  in  1857  and  1858.  Is  a 
man  of  character  and  foresight. 

Goodrich,  Moses  H.,  Portsmouth,  Portsmouth  District,  Ko.  24.  Democrat, 
no  religious  preference,  tanner,  married;  age,  60.  Born  in  Portsmouth  in  1815  ; 
educated  there  and  has  always  maintained  a  residence  there.  Has  served  his 
city  with  ability  and  to  general  satisfaction  as  an  alderman  and  as  mayor.  Was  a 
member  of  the  House  in  1853  and  1854.     Was  always  a  good  Democrat. 

Hatch.  John,  Greenland.  Newmarket  District,  No.  22.  Democrat,  lawyer; 
age,  33.  Born  in  Portsmouth,  and  has  resided  in  Greenland  ten  j'ears.  Educated 
at  St.  PauTs  School,  Concord.     Member  of  the  House  in  1879  and  1881, 

Hinds,  William  H.  W.,  Milford,  Amherst  District,  No.  16.  liepublican, 
Unitarian,  physician  and  surgeon,  married;  age,  51.  Born  in  Chichester,  August 
1,  1833,  and  has  resided  in  hoston,  Lowell,  and  Tewksbury,  Mass.,  and  in  Milford 
since  1865.  Educated  in  the  lioston  public  schools,  English  high  school,  N.  H. 
Conference  Seminary,  and  Dartmouth  and  Harvard  Medical  colleges.  In  the  war 
of  the  rebellion  he  served  as  assistant  surgeon  of  the  I7th  Mass.  Vols.,  and  surgeon 
of  the  12th  Mass.  Vols,  for  three  yeais.  Has  been  a  Mason  for  thirty  years,  in 
lodge,  chapter,  council,  and  commandery.  Is  also  a  member  of  the  G.  A.  R., 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  Knights  of  Honor,  Knights  of  the  Golden  Cross,  and  Loyal  Legion. 
Has  served  a«  member  of  the  boards  of  education  and  health,  and  trustee  of  the 
fr^e  library.  Member  of  the  House  in  1875  and  1876.  He  is  an  original  Repub- 
lican. 

HoBBs,  Edwin  H.,  Manchester,  Amoskeag  District,  No.  19.  Republican,  Uni- 
tarian, civil  engineer,  married  ;  age,  50.  Born  in  Sanford,  Me.,  in  May,  1835,  and 
has  lesided  in  Manchester  since  1853.  Educated  at  Great  Falls.  Served  as  an 
alderman  of  the  city  in  1876.  Member  of  the  House  in  1883.  Is  a  Republican 
every  time. 

Jamkson,  Thomas  G.,  Somersworth,  Somersworth  District,  No.  12.  Republi" 
can,  Congregationalist,  superintendent  of  the  Great  Falls  Gas-Light  Co.,  married^ 
and  has  two  daughters;  age,  60.  Born  in  Cushing,  Me.,  December  4,  1824.  Edu" 
cated  in  the  common  schools,  and  removed  to  Great  Falls  in  1846,  and  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Great  Falls  Manufacturing  Company  to  learn  the  machinist's 
trade,  and  continued  with  the  company  as  a  machinist  until  1864,  when  lie  took 
charge  of  the  outdoor  woik,  water-works,  etc.  This  position  he  held  until  1876, 
when  he  resigned  and  was  appointed  to  the  position  which  he  now  retains.  He 
owns  a  large  stock  and  hay  farm  of  about  six  liundred  acres,  near  the  village,  where 
he  resides.  He  is  a  Mason  and  Knight  Templar.  Member  of  the  House  in  1867 
and  1868,  serving  both  years  on  the  committee  on  Elections.  From  1872  to  1876 
he  served  as  selectman;  niembtr  of  the  Constitutional  convention  in  1876,  Mem- 
ber of  the  executive  council  in  1881-83.  Is  trustee  of  the  Somersworth  Savings 
bank.  Was  a  Democrat  until  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  and  has  served 
several  years  on  the  Republican  central  committee.  He  received  a  flattering 
vote  at  his  election. 

Kent,  IIknhy  Oakes,  Lancaster,  Coos  District,  No.  1,  Democrat,  Episcopal, 
lawyer  and  banker,  married;  age,  50.  Born  in  Lancaster,  and  has  always  resided 
there.  Educated  at  Lancaster  academy  and  Norwich  (Vt.)  University,  class  of 
'54.  Read  law  with  Hon.  Jacol)  lienton  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1858, 
Was  editor  and  proprietor  of  the  "Coos  Republican  "  for  twelve  years,  till  1870, 
conducting  it  with  rare  skill  and  ability.  Since  then  he  has  practiced  his  profes- 
sion at  Lancaster,  having  an  extensive  general  office  business,  and  giving  attention 
to  the  interests  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  bank,  for  which  he  secured  a  charter  in 
1858,  and  of  which  he  has  been  trustee  and  treasurer;  he  is  also  owner  and  man- 
ager of  the  Lancaster  paper-mill,  and  treasurer  of  the  Pleasant  Valley  Starch 
Company.  He  was  assistant  adjutant-general  of  the  state  during  the  war  and 
perlbrmed  important  service,, and  was  colonel  of  the  17th  N.  II.

Educated  in  the 
Vermont  common  schools.  Has  served  as  mayor  of  Nashua  two  years,  and  com- 
missioner for  Hillsborough  county  for  seven  years.  Member  of  the  House  in 
1858-59  and  83.     He  was  formerly  a  U'hig. 

Morton,  William  H.,  Rollinsfbrd,  Dover  District,  No.  23.  Republican,  Epis- 
copal, bank  treasurer  and  cashier,  married;  age,  71.  Born  in  Portsmouth, 
February  14,  1814,  resided  for  a  time  at  Grafton  and  Blackstone,  Mass.  Edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools  and  at  Berwick  academy,  his  parents  having  removed 
to  Salmon  Falls  in  1823.  He  learned  the  art  of  wool-sorting  while  in  the  employ 
of  the  Salmon  Falls  Manufacturing  Co.,  from  1830  till  1834,  when  the  mills  were 
destroyed  by  fire.  He  then  followetl  this  business  at  Grafton,  Mass.,  for  two  years:

Prussia,  in  1821,  and  has  i-esided  ten  years  in  Massachusetts,  and  about  twenty" 
seven  years  in  Manchester.  Educated  in  Germany.  Does  an  extensive  hosiery 
manufacturing  business.  Member  of  the  House  in  1874  and  1875.  Always 
voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Pike,  Chester,  Cornish,  Sullivan  District,  No.  7.  Republican,  Epi.scopah 
farmer  and  dealer  in  wool  and  lumber,  married;  age,  55.  13orn  in  Cornish  and 
has  always  resided  there.  Educated  in  the  district  school,  Hartland  (Vt.)  academy, 
and  Kimball  Union  academy.  Taught  school  several  winters,  and  became  a  suc- 
cessful trader  in  cattle  and  a  merchant  in  thf  products  of  the  soil,  purchasing 
largely  of  cattle,  sheep,  poultry,  and  wool  for  the  Boston  markets.  He  has  been  a 
director  of  the  Claremont  National  bank  for  nineteen  years,  and  an  officer  of 
various  agricultural  societies,  county  commissioner  in  1859  60  and  61,  provost 
marshal,  3d  N.  H.  District,  in  1863-64  and  65,  collector  of  internal  revenue  in  1866. 
Member  of  the  House  in  1862  and  1863.  Member  of  the  Constitutional  convention 
in  1876.     Member  of  the  Senate  in  1883  and  1884. 

Stevens,  Lyman  D.,  Concord,  Concord  District,  No.  10.  Republican,  Congre- 
tionalist,  lawyer,  married;  age,  63.     Born  in  Piermont,  September  20,   1821,  re- 
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sided  there  till-lS39,  then  four  years  at  Dartmouth  College,  two  years  at  Stanstead, 
C.  E.,  and  since  1845  in  Concord.  Educated  at  Haverhill  academy  and  at  Dart- 
mouth College,  class  of  '43.  Mayor  of  Concord  in  1868-69.  Is  president  of 
Merrimack  County  Savings  bank,  director  of  National  State  Capital  bank,  director 
of  Page  Belting  Company,  treasurer  of  N.  H.  Home  Missionary  Society  for  four- 
teen years,  president  of  Concord  board  of  trade  building,  and  trustee  of  the  N.  H. 
College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts.  Was  presidential  elector  in  1872, 
and  commissioner  at  the  consecration  of  the  Gettysburg  cemetery  in  1803.  Member 
of  the  House  in  1860-61-66  and  67.  Member  of  the  council  in  1881-82.  Formerly 
a  Whig. 

Taylor,  John  F.,  Tilton,  Laconia  District.  No.  5.  Democrat,  Episcopal,  mer- 
chant, married;  age,  56.  Born  in  Sutton,  June  1,  1829,  and  has  resided  at  New 
Hampton  and  Sanbornton  Bridge.  Educated  in  the  common  school.  Has  sei'ved 
as  town  treasurer,  and  is  a  popular  citizen  and  sound  business  man  ;  he  keeps  a 
country  store.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1867  and  1868.  He  was  always 
a  Democrat.

HOUSE. 


The  Hou.-e  of  Hepreseiitative.s  is  composed  of  307  members,  or  five  less  than  the 
last  House.  The  political  complexion  is  as  follows:  182  Republicans,  125  Demo- 
crats, giving  the  Republicans  a  majority  of  57.  The  oldest  member  is  the  Rev. 
Daniel  Goodwin,  of  Mason,  who  is  75  years  of  age;  the  youngest  is  John  Cassidy, 
of  Dover,  who  is  in  his  23d  year,  having  been  born  April  18,  1862.  There  are 
fifty-four  members  who  are  between  20  and  30  years  of  age,  seventy-two  between 
30  and  40.  eighty-eight  between  40  and  50.  fifty-six  between  50  and' 60,  thirty-one 
between  60  and  70,  and  six  who  are  over  70  years  of  age.  All  but  fifty-one  were 
born  in  the  state,  and  one  hundred  and  five  were  born  in  the  towns  they  represent. 
Of  those  born  out  of  the  state,  fourteen  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  thirteen  in 
Vermont,  nine  in  Maine,  four  in  New  York,  four  in  Ireland,  three  in  Canada,  and 
one  ea-h  in  Connecticut,  P^ngland,  and  Scotland.  Sixteen  received  a  collegiate 
education,  thirty-four  an  academic  course,  fifty-six  a  high-school  education,  and 
the  remainder  received  the  advantages  of  the  common  and  private  schools  where 
they  were  located.  There  are  twenty-eight  single  men  in  the  House,  besides  seven 
who  are  widowers. 

In  religious  belief  or  preference,  there  are  sixty-six  Congregationalists,  thirty-six 
Universalists,  twenty -five  Baptists,  twenty-five  Methodists,  twenty  Free  Baptists, 
sixteen  Unitarians,  ten  Catholics,  eight  Liberals,  seven  Protestants,  six  Episcopa- 
lians, two  Presbyterians,  two  Free-thinkers,  one  Christian,  one  Adventist,  and 
fifty-seven  who  have  no  religious  preference  whatever.  Besides,  there  is  one  whose 
religious  creed  is,  "  Do  as  you  would  be  done  by,  and  don't  interfere  with  your 
neighbor,"  and  another  who  is  "disgusted  with  religious  pretenders." 

Thirty  of  the  members  have  served  in  the  House  before,  one  in  the  Senate,  and 
one  in  both  branches. 
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By  profession  or  occupation,  there  ar:;  seventy-nine  farmers,  and  ten  who  com- 
bine this  business  with  the  occupation  of  lumberman;  three,  land  surveyor;  two, 
merchant ;  and  one  each,  carpenter,  deputy-sheriff,  deputy-sheriff  and  auctioneer, 
drover,  hotel-keeper,  manufacturer,  miller,  starch-manufacturer,  school-teacher, 
trader  in  neat  stock,  and  wool-sorter.  There  are  thirty-two  merchants,  twenty-six 
manufacturers,  nine  lawyers,  eight  agents,  five  bankers,  five  clergymen,  five  drug- 
gists, four  carpenters  and  builders,  four  machinists,  four  physicians,  three  clerks, 
three  conductoi"s,  three  hotel-keepers,  three  lumbermen,  two  blacksmiths,  two 
butchers,  two  carpenters,  two  coopers,  two  editors,  two  overseers,  two  shoe-cutters, 
two  shoemakers,  two  wood  and  lumber  dealers,  and  one  each  architect,  auctioneer

He  has 
served  as  selectman  six  years.  Member  of  the  House  in  1877  and  1883.  He  was 
always  a  Democrat. 

Adams,  JohnQ.,  Peterborough.  Republican,  Unitarian,  farmer,  married  ;  age, 
57.  Born  in  Dublin.  Has  served  as  selectman  five  years,  and  was  always  a 
Republican. 

Aldrich,  Edgar,  Littleton.  Republican,  Universalist,  lawyer,  married;  age, 
37.  Born  in  Pittsburg,  February  5,  1848.  Kducated  in  the  common  schools, 
Colebrook  academy,  and  graduated  from  the  law  department  of  Michigan  Univer- 
sity in  March,  1868.  Was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Colebrook  in  August,  1868,  and 
continued  in  practice  there  until  January,  1881,  when  he  removed  to  Littleton  and 
formed  a  partnership  with  Hon.  George  A.  Bingham  upon  his  retirement  from 
the  bench.  The  firm  was  afterwards  Bingham,  Aldrich,  &  liemick,  which  con- 
tinued till  Mr.  Bingham's  re-appointment  to  the  bench  in  December,  1884.  Mr.

Republican,  Baptist  preference,  carpen- 
ter and  builder,  married;  age,  34.  l-Jorn  in  Somersworth,  and  has  always  resided 
there  except  two  years  in  Biddeford,  Me.,  where  he  conducted  branch  crockery 
stores  for  John  Stewart,  Jr.  Is  now  in  the  employ  of  the  Somersworth  Machine 
Co.  in  their  pattern  shop.  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  of 
N.  H.     Member  of  the  House  in  1883.     Always  a  Republican. 

Annis,  Joel  C,  Nashua,  Ward  6.  Republican,  Universalist,  has  been  engaged 
in  no  business  for  the  last  four  years,  except  attending  to  his  duties  as  county 
commissioner  and  taking  care  of  property,  married;  age,  52.  •Born  in  London- 
derry, in  1833,  and  resided  for  seven  years  in  Massachusetts  Educated  in  the 
common  schools.  Has  served  in  both  branches  of  the  city  government,  and  asses- 
sor two  years.     Always  a  straight  Republican. 

Ashley,  Horace  S.,  Nashua,  Ward  2.  Republican,  freethinker  in  religion 
contractor  and  builder  by  occupation,  married;  age,  46.  Born  in  Barnard,  Vt. 
and  has  lived  in  Nashua  fifteen  years.  Educated  at  Concord,  N.  H.  Has  served 
as  an  alderman,  and  was  always  a  Republican. 

Atherton,  Henry  B.,  Nashua,  Ward  4.  ^Republican. 

Austin,  William  W.,  Webster.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  farmer,  mar 
ried;  age,  55.  Born  in  Bosciwen.  Educated  at  M^rideu.  H.u  sarvei  as  salect 
man.     Was  always  a  Republican. 
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liACON,  Stkphkn  II.,  Greenville.  Hepiiblican,  Coiigregationalist,  overseer  for 
Columbian  Manufacturing  Co.,  married;  age,  41.  Born  in  Sharon,  May  23,  1S44, 
lived  there  twenty-seven  years,  in  Jaffrey  two  years,  and  in  Greenville  eleven  years. 
Educated  in  the  common  schools  and  at  New  Ipswich  academy.  Is  trustee  of 
Mason  Vilage  Savings  hank.  Has  served  as  town  clerk  two  years  and  selectman 
seven  years.  Member  of  tlie  House  in  1869-70  and  81.  Was  always  a  Repub- 
lican.

Republican,  no  religious  preference,  lawyer, 
mari'ied;  age,  58.  Born  at  I'lainfield,  April  21,  1827.  Resided  at  Meriden  until 
1851,  then  four  years  at  Cornish  Flat,  and  since  1855  at  Clai-emont.  Was  reared 
upon  a  farm.  Attended  school  at  Kimball  Union  academy  five  years;  studied  law 
with  Hon.  N.  iV.  Westgate,  now  of  Haverhill,  and  the  late  Judge  Bellows,  of  Con- 
cord.

Has  served  as  selectman  four  years  in  success-ion,  and  moderator 
for  the  last  two  years.  Member  of  the  Hou.se  in  1883,  and  was  always  a  consist- 
ent Republican. 

Barney,  Jesse,  Grafton.  Republican,  no  religious  preference,  farmer,  mar 
lied;  age,  62.  Born  in  Grafton  in  1823,  and  always  resided  there.  I^ducated  in 
the  common  schools.     Never  held  any  office  of  importance.     Was  formerly  a  Whig. 

Bell,  John  J.,  Exeter.  Republican.  Member  of  the  House  in  1883,  and,  as 
then,  neglects  to  furnish  any  material  for  a  sketch  of  himself. 

Benson,  Andrew  J.,  Londonderry.  Republican,  Methodist,  farmer,  married; 
age,  53.  Born  in  Ilooksett,  January  9, 1832,  and  educated  in  the  common  school. 
Served  during  the  war  as  sergeant  in  Co.  D,  1st  Regiment  N.  H.  heavy  artillery. 
Held  office  of  selectman  four  terms.     Was  always  a  Republican. 

Bekiiy,  Zanello,  1).,  New  Durham.  Democrat.  In  religious  belief  he  is 
partial  to  none,  but  friendly  to  all  good  kinds,  believing  there  is  good  in  all 
churches,  and  conscientious  Christians  out  of  them,  farmer  at  present,  living  in 
single  blessedness;  age,  28.  Born  in  New  Durham,  May  8,  1857,  and  has  always 
lived  there,  excepting  two  years  in  Seabrook.  Attended  the  grammar  and  high 
schools  in  Holliston,  Mass.,  one  year,  and  Franklin  academy,  Dover,  one  year, 
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and  graduated  from  the  high  school  at  Farmingtou  as  historian  in  1877.  Taught 
school  the  following  winter,  and  worked  painting  the  two  following  summel-s; 
since  then  he  has  been  farming  on  the  home  farm.  Held  the  office  of  selectman 
in  1882  and  1883;  appointed  justice  of  the  peace  in  1883.  Born  a  Democrat  and 
warranted  fast  colors,  and  he  says  they  are  strengthening  with  age  rather  than 
fading. 

BiCKFORD,  Morrill  D.,  Epsom.     Republican,  Free  Baptist,  operates  a  saw- 
mill, and  is  engaged  in  the  lumber  business,  married;  age.  48.   Boru  in  Epsom 
October  3,  1836,  and  has  always  lived  in  that  town.     Attended  school  at  Pem- 
broke street.     Has  served  as  supervisor.     Was  always  a  Republican. 

Blodgett,  Milton,  Stewartstown.  Democrat,  no  religious  preference, 
farmer,  married;  age,  51.  Born  in  Stewartstown,  February  2,  1834,  and  has 
resided  there  most  of  the  time.  Educated  there  and  in  Colebrook.  Has  served 
as  selectman  of  the  town  three  terms.     Was  always  a  Democrat. 

Blood,  Sylvester,  Orford.  Republican,  Baptist,  farmer,  married;  age,  65, 
Born  in  Orford.  May  28,  1820,  and  has  always  resided  there,  except  four°y'ears 
in  Rumney.  Educated  in  Orford.  Has  served  as  highway  surveyor  and  on 
school  committee.     Was  formerly  a  Whig. 

Bod  well,  Alpheus,  Manchester,  Ward  4.     Republican. 

Bowers,  Shepard  L.,  Newport.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  lawyer, 
married;  age,  56.  Born  in  Acworth.  Educated  at  Kimball  Union  academy,' 
Thetford  (Vt.)  academy,  and  Dartmouth  College.  He  continued  on  the  farm' 
with  his  father  till  twenty  years  of  age,  when  "he  began  his  preparatorv  col- 
legiate course  at  the  academies  mentioned,  defraying  his  own  expenses  by 
teaching  at  Fitchburg  and  Leominster,  Mass.,  and  the  high  school  in  his  native 
town.  He  entered  Dartmouth  in  1852,  but  soon  turned  his  attention  to  the 
law,  studying  in  the  office  of  Hon.  Asa  Fowler  in  Concord.  Was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1855,  and  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Newport,  where  he 
has  since  continued.

Born  in  Tamworth,  and  has  resided  in  Meredfth  and  La- 
conia.  Has  served  as  selectman  and  supervisor  of  the  check-list.  His  politics 
have  been  the  same  as  at  present,  and  will  so  continue  till  "  new  light "  appears. 

BuRLEY,  Jason  J.,  Sanbornton.  Democrat,  Baptist,  merchant,  married; 
age,  51.  Born  in  Sanbornton,  September  8,  1833.  When  nineteen  years  old 
he  served  as  clerk  for  the  three  following  years  for  what  is  now  the  Ames 
Plow  Co.,  Boston.  From  1856  to  1859  he  was  engaged  in  the  teaminp-  busi- 
ness from  St.  Paul  to  St.  Anthony  (now  St.  Paul)  Minn.  From  the  latt'er  date 
till  the  war  broke  out  he  engaged  in  building  bridges  for  the  N.  &  L.  railroad 
and  in  1852  enlisted  in  the  ISth  N.  H.  Vols.,  and  served  till  the  regiment  was' 
discharged.

BuTMAN,  John  K.,  Lebanon.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  merchant, 
married ;  age,  58.  Born  in  Vershire,  Vt.,  December  3,  1826,  and  has  resided 
at  West  Lebanon  since  1845.  Educated  in  the  common  school.  Served  as 
selectman  in  1873-74-83  and  84.     Was  formerly  a  Whig. 

BuTTRiCK,  Edwin,  Troy.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  manufacturer  of 
wooden  ware  and  farmer,  widower;  age,  71.  Born  in  Fitzwilliam,  but  has 
lived  the  most  of  the  time  in  Troy,  where  he  was  educated.  Has  held  the 
office  of  selectman.  Member  of  the  House  in  1859  and  1860.  Formerly  a 
Whig.

age,  69.  Born  in  Holderness  (now  Ashland)  November  8,  1815,  and  has  re- 
sided in  Tunbridge,  Yt.,  and  Bristol.  Member  of  the  House  from  Holderness 
in  1853,  and  from  Bristol  in  1870  and  1871.     Formerly  a  Republican. 

Cassidy,  John,  Dover,  Ward  5.  Democrat,  Catholic,  clerk  in  a  meat  and 
grocery  store,  single  ;  age,  23.  Born  in  Dover,  April  18, 1862,  and  has  since  re- 
sided there.  Educated  in  the  Dover  grammar  school  and  at  Franklin  academy. 
He  was  always  a  Democrat. 

Gate,  Oliver  P.,  Somersworth.  Republican,  Methodist,  grocer,  married ; 
age,  53.  Born  in  Portland,  Me.,  July  6,  1831.  Educated  in  the  common 
school.     He  was  formerly  a  Whig. 

Chad  WICK,  Lafayette  M.,  Dover,  Ward  1.  Democrat,  Universalist, 
grocer,  married;  age,  32.  Born  in  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  December  23,  1852.  Re- 
sided for  the  most  part  in  Massachusetts,  till  he  came  to  New  Hampshire, 
eight  years  ago.     Educated   at  Lawrence,  Mass.     He  was  always  a  Democrat. 

Chase,  Alfred,  Nashua,  Ward  1.     Republican,  Congregationalist,  market, 
gardener,  married;  age,  44.     Born  in  Keene,  October  15,  1840,  educated  there 
and  removed  to  Nashua  in  1867.     Served  in  the  9th  N.  H.  Vols,  from  1862  tilj 
it  was  mustered  out  in  1865.     He  has  served  in  both  branches  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment, and  as  president  of  the  common  council.     Was  always  a  Republican. 

Chase,  Charles  A.,  Rumney.  Democrat,  no  religious  preference,  mer- 
chant, married  ;  age,  28.  Born  in  Campton,  February  11, 1857,  and  has  resided 
in  Rumney  since  1868.  Attended  State  Normal  school  at  its  first  term,  and 
graduated  in  1873.  Taught  one  term  in  Groton  and  one  in  Carroll  with  good 
success;  then  engaged  as  clerk  with  S.  H.  Quincy  at  Rumney  depot;  one  year 
he  clerked  for  Joseph  Abbott,  otherwise  has  remained  in  the  same  store  ever 
since.  Bought  out  the  business.with  H.W.  Herbert,  in  May,  1881,  and  bought 
out  the  latter  in  May,  1884.  Received  a  certificate  as  a  skilled  pharmacist  from 
the  state  board  in  October,  1883,  and  keeps  drugs  and  medicine  in  connection 
with  his  business.  He  was  chosen  school  committee  in  March,  1884,  but  de- 
clined, on  account  of  business.  He  has  been  successful,  and  has  aclaieved  it 
all  through  his  own  efforts,  by  actual  hard  labor.

He  worked  in  Taunton  for  Ingalls  &  Eddee,  then  went  to 
J^ashua,  and  after  eight  years  of  labor  in  Williams  &  Co.'s  foundry,  he  built 
up  a  foundry  in  1856  in  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  and  one  at  Waterloo,  same  state 
in  1857.  He  removed  to  Concord  in  1861,  aud  took  charge  of  W.  P.  Ford  &' 
Co.'s  foundry,  and  finally  Ford  &  Kimball's,  covering  a  service  in  all  of  fifteen 
years.  He  is  the  inventor  of  the  widely-known  Clapp's  patent  sewer  caps  and 
traps.

Educated  in  the  common  schools  and 
at  Laconia  academy.  Has  always  been  an  earnest  worker  in  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance and  religion ;  has  served  as  superintendent  of  the  Union  Sabbath-school 
the  greater  part  of  the  time  for  the  last  thirty-four  years.  In  1838  assisted  in 
dedicating  the  Hanover-street  church  in  Manchester,  and  remained  in  the  choir 
for  eight  years,  only  missing  one-half  Sunday  in  that  time.

Clough,  George,  Concord,  Ward  6.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  real- 
estate  operator  (was  a  railroad  conductor  for  twenty-four  years  previous  to 
1866),  married;  age,  68.  Born  in  Epping,  September  2,  1816.  He  has  resided 
in  Newburvport  and  Lowell,  Mass.,  and  in  Chester.  Educated  in  Epping.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  House  in  1854  and  1854.  He  was  formerly  a  Whig,  but 
has  since  been  "  a  Republican  and  nothing  else  every  time,  and  for  James  G. 
Blaine  till  death." 

Clough,  Leonidas  H.,  Concord,  Ward  7.  Republican,  Congregationalist, 
furniture-manufacturer,  married;  age,  57.  Born  at  East  Concord,  November 
16,  1827.  Educated  at  the  common  school.  Lived  on  the  farm  till  sixteen 
then  learned  the  carpenter's  trade  and  followed  the  business  of  carpenter  and' 
builder  for  about  fifteen  years.  Then  was  connected  with  the  New  Hampshire 
state-prison  three  years  as  foreman  and  overseer;  afterwards  served  as  fore- 
man in  the  furniture  factory  of  Isaac  Elwell.  After  the  latter's  death,  he  and 
others  purchased  the  business,  the  firm  being  styled  L.  H,  Clough  &  Co.  Sub- 
sequently he  purchased  the  entire  business,  continuing  it  until  the  factory  was 
destroyed  by  fire.  He  was  one  of  the  earliest  members  of  the  Concord  Cattle 
Co.,  and  is  a  director  in  the  same.     He  was  formerly  a  Whig. 

CoLBURN,  Eli  AS  E.,  Temple.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  farmer,  married; 
age,  42.  Born  in  Temple,  in  1843,  and  has  always  resided  there  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  years  in  HoUis.  Has  served  as  supervisor  four  years  and  was  re- 
elected last  fall.     Republican  always. 

Colby,  John,  Fitzwilliam.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  clergyman,  married; 
age,  63.  Born  in  York,  Me.,  October  1,  1821.  His  parents  removed  to  Wolfe- 
borough  when  he  was  young  and  lived  there  several  years.  He  learned  the  trade 
of  printer  at  the  "  Morning  Star  "  office  at  Dover.  He  spent  about  a  year  in  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  and  fitted  for  college  at  Gilmanton  academy  and  graduated  from 
Dartmouth,  class  of  '52,  and  Andover  Theological  Seminary  in  1855,  He  had 
previously  taught  the  fall  terms  in  Appleton  academy  (now  McCoIlom  institute) 
in  1852  and  1853.  He  was  ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  of  the  Congregational 
church  at  Hampton,  October  31,  1855,  and  remained  there  till  1864,  when  he 
became  pastor  of  the  church  at  Southboro',  Mass.,  remaining  till  1873.

(formerly  tanner  and  currier),  married;  age,  G2.  Born  in  Elliot,  Me.,  September 
11,  1822,  and  has  resided  in  Saco,  Me.,  and  Portsmouth.  Educated  in  the  com- 
mon school  at  Elliot.  He  has  served  as  selectman  and  councilman  iu  Ward  1, 
Portsmouth,  and  tax-collector  and  in  other  minor  offices  at  Hampton.  He  for- 
merly belonged  to  the  Whig  party. 

Collins,  Levi,  Danville.  Republican,  Free  Baptist,  cooper,  and  also  does  box- 
work,  married;  age,  62.  Born  May  8,  1823 ;  has  lived  in  Hampstead.  He  has 
served  his  town  as  selectman.     He  was  formerly  a  Free-Soiler. 

CoNNELL,  John,  Gilmanton.  Republican,  Free  Baptist,  merchant,  single ;  age, 
58.  Born  in  Strafford,  February  19,  1827,  and  removed  to  Gilmanton  in  1862. 
Educated  in  the  common  schools.  He  has  served  as  town  treasurer  for  the  past 
ten  years,  and  was  formerly  a  Free-Soiler. 

Cooper,  John  E.,  Notfingham.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  farmer;  age, 
40.  Born  in  York,  Me.,  March  23,  1845,  and  has  lived  in  Nottinnrham  for  about 
twenty  years.  He  served  as  selectman  in  1878-79  and  1882-83,  and  was  always  a 
Republican. 

Cooper,  John  M.,  Sunapee.  Democrat,  Methodist,  farmer,  married;  age,  45. 
Born  in  Wendell  (now  Sunapee),  August  27,  1839,  and  has  always  lived  there. 
Educated  in  the  common  schools.  He  has  served  as  selectman  eight  years,  being 
chairman  of  the  board  four  years.  He  has  transacted  all  his  business  impartially, 
and  largely  enjoys  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  fellow-townsmen.  Always  a 
Democrat. 

Copp,  Gust  A.,  Gilford.  Republican,  !Methodist,  lumber-manufacturer,  mar- 
ried; age,  46.  Born  in  Bristol  in  1839,  and  has  lived  in  Gilford  since  1849. 
Educated  at  Gilford  and  New  Hampton.  Has  served  as  supervisor,  and  was  al- 
ways a  Republican.

Republican,  Free  Baptist,  meat-dealer, 
married;  age,  38.  Born  in  Holderness,  December  2,  1846.  Lived  there  until  19 
years  old;  then  two  years  in  Pittsfield,  two  in  Epsom,  and  for  the  last  15  years  in 
Manchester.  Educated  in  the  common  school  and  at  New  Hampton  Institute. 
Never  before  permitted  his  name  to  be  used  for  office.     Always  a  Republican. 

Cronin,  Timothy  F.,  Portsmouth,  Ward  3.  Democrat,  Catholic,  cooper,  single;  age, 
26.  Born  in  Ireland,  February  7,  1859.  Came  to  America  with  his  parents  in  1862 
and  lived  for  a  time  in  New  York  and  Boston  before  coming  to  Portsmouth. 
Educated  iu  New  York.  Read  law  for  one  year  in  the  office  of  Lindsay  Broth- 
ers; then  served  an  apprenticeship  to  coopering,  which  he  has  since  followed. 

Currier,  Andrew  J.,  Sandown.  Democrat,  Congregationalist,  farmer,  mar- 
ried ;  age,  44.  Born  in  East  Kingston,  September  8,  1840,  and  removed  to  San- 
down in  April,  1844.  Educated  at  the  common  school.  He  has  served  as  select- 
man seven  terms  and  chairman  of  the  board  four  terms.  He  was  always  a 
Democrat. 
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Daniell,  Harry  W.,  Franklin.     Democrat. 

Davis,  Ferdinand,  Lebanon.  Republican,  Methodist,  architect,  married  ;  age, 
44.  Born  in  Gushing,  Me.  Has  resided  in  Framingham,  Mass.,  and  New  York 
city,  but  mostly  in  Lebanon.  Educated  in  Framingham  a.nd  at  New  Hampton. 
Enlisted  in  Co.  C,  7th  N.  H.  Vols. ;  was  made  sergeant,  promoted  to  first  sergeant 
and  then  to  first  lieutenant,  and  assigned  to  Co.  D,  October  27,  1863.  Served 
nearly  a  year  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  Hawley  of  Connecticut,  as  A.  A.  D.  C.  His 
service  expired  in  December,  1864.  Was  ''  recommended  for  gallantry  "  by  Gen. 
Butler  in  his  address  to  the  army  of  the  James,  October  11,  1864.  Was  actively 
engaged  in  the  following  battles:  Morris  Island,  July  10,  1863;  first  charge  of 
Fort  VYagner,  July  11 ;  second  charge,  July  18  ;  siege  of  Wagner  and  Charleston 
from  July  10  till  December  20  ;  Olustee,  Fla.,  (where  he  was  severely  wounded)  ;

(formerly  the  Congregational),  merchant,  single,  age  41.  Born  in  Boston,  Decem- 
ber 5,  1843.  His  parents  moved  to  Mill  Village,  Hanover,  when  he  was  quite 
small.  After  the  death  of  his  father,  at  the  age  of  17,  he  was  employed  by  E.  K. 
Smith,  a  baker  at  Hanover  ;  then  for  two  or  tliree  years  as  clerk  for  A.  &  ]M. 
Bixby,  Haverhill;  then  for  C.  M.  Weeks,  Woodsville ;  then  for  D.  C.  Churchill 
&  Co.,  Lyme;  then  in  Boston:  also  canvassed  for  Sampson,  Davenport,  &  Co., 
directory  publishers.  Been  in  a  country  store  in  Wentworth  for  fifteen  years  as 
partner  in  the  firm  of  Eaton,  Davis,  &  Co.  Is  a  prominent  Mason  and  has  held 
office  two  years  in  the  Grand  Lodge  as  district  grand  lecturer.  Has  traveled 
some  in  Canada  and  the  New  England  and  Middle  states.  He  has  served  as  town 
clerk  for  fourteen  years.     Always  a  Democrat. 

Dearborn,  George  W.,  Weare.  Republican,  Universalist.  farmer,  married; 
age,  45.  Born  in  South  Weare,  July  5.  1839,  on  the  same  farm  which  he  now 
owns.  Educated  in  the  district  school,  one  term  at  New  London  and  three  at 
Tilton.  He  has  i>ever  held  public  office,  and  his  political  belief  was  always  the 
same  as  now. 

Demekitt,  Joseph  L.,  Famiiugton.  Democrat,  free-thinker  in  religious 
matters,  farmer,  single  ;  age,  5-J.  Born  in  Farmington,  May  22,1831;  educated 
there  and  always  resided  there.  He  has  served  as  selectman  of  the  town  five  years. 
Always  a  Democrat. 

Dickey,  John  F.,  Alstead.  Democrat,  LTniversalist,  carpenter  and  builder, 
married  ;  a:^e,  52.  Born  in  Acworth,  February  24.  1833  ;  lived  there  until  1868; 
then  in  Alstead  until  1872;  then  in  Keene  four  years  and  since  that  in  Alstead. 
Educated  in  the  common  schools  and  his  own  home  where  he  was  reared  under 
strict  orthodox  teachings  ;  but  took  in  more  liberal  views  of  God's  government 
on  arriving  at  years  of  maturity.  He  has  been  a  Mason  since  1865  and  has  been 
a  representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  different  times.  He  served  as  selectman 
in  Acworth,  and  as  moderator,  selectman,  and  treasurer  in  Alstead.  He  has  gen- 
erally acted  with  the  Democrats.

He  is  the  great-grandson  of 
Shubal  Dimick,  who  settled  in  Lyme  in  1781  or  1782,  and  whose  original  homestead 
he  occupies.  The  family  came  from  Tolland,  Conn.  He  has  largely  engaged  in 
the  breeding  of  Merino  sheep,  which  find  a  market  in  the  West.  He  has  been 
earnest,  enex'getic,  and  active  in  politics  as  in  business.  He  ha«  served  as  selectman 
and  chairman  of  the  Republican  town  committee.

Dow,  Irving,  North  wood.  No  religious  preference,  shoe  expressman,  married;

He  graduated  from  the  New  Hampton  literary  institution  in  July, 
1874.  He  is  a  son  of  James  Tucker  Dudley  and  great-great-grandson  of  the  late 
Judge  John  Dudley.  He  was  born  and  always  lived  on  the  old  Dudley  homestead. 
He  has  served  as  selectman  four  years,  being  chairman  of  the  board  two  years. 

DuNLAP,  Gkorqe  H.,  Nelson.  Republican,  Congregational  clergyman. 
Married  and  has  three  boys.  He  was  born  in  Maine  and  has  lived  in  New  Hamp- 
shire since  three  years  of  age.

Edgerly,  Dwight  E.,  Farmington.  Democrat,  no  religious  preference,  mer- 
chant, married  ;  age,  31.

Democrat,  no  religious  preference,  merchant  and 
lumber-dealer,  married  ;  aged  43  the  day  Grover  Cleveland  was  elected  president. 
Born  in  Tamworth.  Educated  at  Wolfeborough  academy  and  Masonic  Institute. 
Served  in  Co.  F,  18th  N.  H.  Vols.,  and  came  home  as  first  sergeant.  Traveled  one 
year  as  salesman  for  Stowe,  Richardson,  &  Parker,  Boston,  dry  goods.  Has  served 
as  school  committee  and  selectman  three  years.  Member  of  the  House  in  1875 
and  1878,  Was  elected  with  J.  Q.  Holes  in  1880,  but  unseated.  Was  always  a 
Democrat. 

Holt,  Walter  S.,  Manchester,  Ward  4.  Eepublican,  Unitarian,  paper-manu- 
facturer, married  ;  age,  35.  Born  in  Billerica,  Mass  ,  December.  9,  1849.  Edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools  of  Manchester.     He  was  always  a  Republican. 

Horn,  Gkorge  F.,  Wolfeborough.  Republican,  no  religious  preference,  mer- 
chant, married  ;  age,  41.  Born  in  Wolfeborough  in  1844,  and  always  lived  there. 
Always  a  Republican. 

Hough,  Henry  B.,  Lebanon.  Republican,  Baptist,  farmer,  married;  age,  44. 
Born  in  Lebanon  and  always  lived  there.  Educated  there  and  at  New  London. 
Was  always  a  Republican. 

Hughes,  Francis  M.,  Ashland.  Republican,  Baptist,  teacher  of  music  and 
insurance  agent,  married  ;  age,  46.  Born  in  Windham,  July  5,  1838.  Served  in 
the  band  of  the  3d  N.  H.  Yds.  from  August  6,  18G1,  till  August  31,  1862.  Was 
present  at  the  taking  of  the  forts  at  Hilton  Head,  November  9,  1861 ;  also  in  the 
battle  of  James  Island,  June  16,  of  the  following  year,  and  was  under  fire  for  a 
half  hour.  He  has  acted  as  organist  at  the  Baptist  church  some  twenty-five  years; 
has  served  as  selectman,  deputy-sheriff,  supervisor,  and  on  the  board  of  education. 

Huntington,  Newton  S.,  Hanover.  Always  Republican,  Baptist,  banker, 
married;  age,  63.

Democrat  and  always  has  been,  newspaper 
publisher  and  editor  by  occupation,  widower ;  age,  46,  Born  in  Whitefield,  Novem- 
ber 14,  1838.  Educated  principally  in  Cambridge,  Mass.  He  lived  in  Iowa  and 
Missouri  for  twenty-two  years  and  represented  the  principal  district  of  the  city  of 
St.  Louis  in  the  Missouri  legislature  tor  two  terms;  this  is  the  only  office  he  ever 
held  or  would  accept.  He  has  owned  and  edited  the  Washington  "Post"  since  its 
commencement  in  1877,  and  has  made  it  a  power  in  national  politics.  He  is  a 
strong,  pointed,  forcible  writer  and  a  brilliant  debater.  He  has  been  a  resident  of 
Laconia  since  1H78, 
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Jackman,  Lyman,  Concord,  Ward  5.  llepublican.  Baptist,  insurance  agent, 
married;  age,  47.  Born  in  Woodstock,  August  15,  1837,  and  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools.  His  father  was  Major  Royal  Jackman,  a  veteran  of  the  war  of 
1812.  Capt.  Jackman  was  in  Concord  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  and 
soon  after  the  attack  on  Fort  Sumter,  he  enlisted  in  Co.  B,  6th  N.  H.  Vols.;  he 
was  appointed  first  sergeant  and  subsequently,  successfully  and  successively  pro- 
moted to  2d  lieutenant,  1st  lieutenant,  and  captain  for  "bravery  and  meritorious 
conduct "  in  the  field.

He  has  served  as  first  selectman  nine  years,  town 
treasurer  six  years,  and  postmaster  seven  years.  Member  of  the  House  in  1873, 
1874  and  1875. 

Jenkins,  John  S.,  Lee.  Democrat,  no  religious  preference,  farmer,  married; 
age,  38.  Born  in  Lee,  June  2,  1847,  educated  there  and  always  lived  there.  Has 
served  his  town  as  selectman  and  was  always  a  sound  Democi-at. 

Jenness,  William,  Carroll.  Democrat,  Methodist,  farmer,  married;  age,  72. 
Born  in  Moultonborough  and  has  lived  in  Carroll  since  boyhood.  Educated  in 
the  common  school ;  has  served  as  selectman  three  terms,  and  is  a  veteran  Demo- 
crat. 

Jenney,  Alfred  P.,  Plainfield.  Democrat,  Baptist,  farmer,  married ;  age, 
40.  Born  in  Plainfield,  April  29,  1845,  and  always  lived  there.  Was  selectman 
in  1873  and  1874,  and  was  elected  supervisor  in  1880-82  and  1884. 

Jesseman,  Alexander,  Franconia.  An  old-line  Democrat,  Free  Baptist, 
farmer,  married;  age,  55.  Born  in  Lisbon,  in  1830,  educated  in  the  common 
school.     Was  always  a  Democrat. 

Jones,  Edgar  A.,  Franklin.  Democrat,  Unitarian,  grocery  clerk,  married ; 
age,  35.  Born  in  Sanbornton,  May  10,  1850 ;  resided  in  Tilton  until  1872  and 
since  then  in  Franklin.  He  was  town  clerk  of  Franklin  in  1882,  and  has  always 
been  an  active,  reliable  Democrat. 

Joy,  Albert,  Pittsfield.  Democrat,  Baptist,  shoemaker,  married;  age,  39. 
Born  in  Barnstead,  March  21,  1846.  Reared  and  educated  in  Pittsfield,  and  was 
always  a  Democrat.

He  has  served  the  town  as  selectman  and 
school  committee.     Always  a  Democrat. 

Kimball,  Edward  L.,  Rochester.  Republican,  Universalist,  shoe-cutter,  mar- 
ried; age,  44.     Born  in  Farmington,  and  has  resided  in  Dover.     He  served  four 
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years  during  the  war  in  the  1st  N.  H.  infantry  and  1st  cavalry,  and  was  discharged 
in  July,  1865,  at  the  close  of  the  war.     Always  a  Republican. 

Kimball.  Edward  P.,  Portsmouth,  Ward  2.  Republican,  Congregationalist, 
banker,  married ;  age,  50.  Born  in  Warner,  educated  at  Hampton  and  Andover 
academies.  Kept  a  general  country  store  at  Kittery,  Maine.  Removed  to  Ports- 
mouth, in  1857,  and  has  since  been  engaged  in  practical  banking.  He  is  president 
of  the  First  National  bank  and  of  the  Piscataqua  Savings  bank.  He  is  also  con- 
nected with  several  private  and  public  trusts,  and  during  the  past  few  years  has 
frequently  visited  the  West  in  the  interest  of  business.

54.  Born  in  Acworth,  March  2,  1831.  Educated  in  the  common  school.  He  has 
served  as  selectman,  and  was  always  a  Democrat. 

KiTTREDGK,  J.  Pekry,  Concord,  Ward  4.  Republican,  Congregationalist, 
pharmacist,  married;  age,  43.  Born  in  Canaan,  N.  H.  Educated  at  the  Canaan 
Union  academy  and  the  New  London  (now  Colby)  academy.  Became  a  resident 
of  Concord  in  the  year  1860.  In  August,  1861,  he  enlisted  in  the  3d  N.  H.  regi- 
ment; was  promoted  to  hospital  steward  in  1862,  and  served  in  that  capacity 
throughout  the  war,  receiving  an  honorable  discharge.  He  was  at  Fort  Sumter, 
Morris  Island,  and  in  Florida,  Virginia,  and  elsewhere,  and  won  the  deep  gratitude 
of  many  a  sick  and  wounded  comrade  whose  sufferings  he  relieved.

Republican,  Congregationalist,  banker, 
widower,  age,  81,    Born  in  Rochester,  and  always  resided  there.    Educated 
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there  and  at  Franklin  academy,  Dover.  Served  as  postmaster  from  1826  to 
1830.     Formerly  a  Whig. 

McDuFFEE,  Marquis  D.  L.,  Tuftonborough.  Democrat,  no  religious  pref- 
erence, farmer,  married;  age,  51.  Born  in  Alton,  November  24,  1833,  and 
educated  there.  Resided  six  years  in  Massachusetts.  Served  in  12th  N.  H. 
Vols,  and  was  wounded  while  carrying  the  colors.  Member  of  Constitutional 
convention  in  1876  and  of  the  House  in  1883.     Always  a  Democrat. 

McElwain,  James,  Enfleld.  Republican,  no  religious  preference,  black- 
smith, married;  age,  40.  Born  in  Ontario,  Canada,  December  25,  1844. 
Educated  at  Peterborough,  Ontario.     Always  a  Republican. 

McLane,  John,  Milford.  Republican,  attends  the  Congregational  church, 
manufacturer  of  postofflce  equipments,  married;  age,  33.  Born  in  Scotland, 
in  1852,  and  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents  when  two  years  of  age. 
He  was  always  a  Republican. 

Mead,  Lewis  K.,  Manchester,  Ward  3.  Republican,  no  religious  prefer- 
ence, apothecary,  at  879  Elm  street,  Manchester,  married ;  age,  29.  Born  in 
Bartlett,  September  6,  1855,  Educated  at  Bartlett,  Jackson,  and  Manchester. 
He  was  always  a  Republican. 

Meder,  John  G.,  Boscawen.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  engaged  in 
the  lumber  business,  married;  age,  76.  Born  in  Alton,  in  1809.  He  left 
New  Hampshire  in  1847  for  the  West  and  South  and  remained  till  1870,  when 
he  returned  to  Boscawen.     He  was  a  Democrat  till  1845. 

Merrill,  Albert  J..  Chester.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  shoe-manu- 
facturer, married;  age,  37.  Born  in  Derry,  November  13,  1847.  Educated  at 
Chester  academy.  "He  has  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  moderator. 
Always  a  Republican. 

Merrill,  Edwim  C.,  Alexandria.  Democrat,  Methodist,  farmer,  married; 
age,  38.  Born  in  Hill,  March  26,  1856,  and  has  lived  in  Alexandria  since 
1868.  Educated  in  the  common  schools  and  has  served  as  selectman  and 
supervisor.     Always  a  Democrat. 

Merrill,  Iru  Colby,  Dunbartou.  Republican,  attends  Baptist  church, 
farmer,  married ;  age,  37.  Born  in  Dunbarton,  July  4,  1847,  and  has  resided 
in  Goflfstown.  Since  April,  1875,  he  has  been  connected  with  the  State  Indus- 
trial school  as  foreman  on  the  farm.     Always  a  Republican. 

Miller,  William  H.,  Grantham.  Republican,  Universalist,  farmer  and 
lumberman,  married;  age,  49.  Born  in  Hartland,  Vt.,  in  1836,  and  has  resided 
in  Grantham  for  the  last  twenty-five  years.  Educated  in  the  common  school; 
served  as  selectman  six  years. 

Miner,  Lauren  J.,  Whitefleld.  Republican,  no  religious  preference, 
farmer,  single;  age,  45.  Born  in  Whitefield,  October  17,  1839,  and  always 
lived  there.  Educated  in  the  common  schools,  and  has  taught  over  thirty 
terms  of  school,  beginning  at  the  age  of  15;  he  is  a  great  friend  of  the  chil- 
dren and  especially  any  that  appear  to  be  neglected.  He  has  served  as  select- 
man seven  years  and  superintendent  of  schools  several  terms.  Republican 
always. 

MoNAHAN,  Matthew,  Lancaster.  Democrat,  Catholic,  blacksmith,  single ; 
age,  37.  Born  at  St.  Sylvester,  P.  Q.,  March  8,  1848,  and  has  lived  in  Lancas- 
ter since  1864,  and  was  educated  there.  '  He  was  always  a  Democrat. 

MoONEY,  Ora  a.,  Dalton.  Democrat,  Congregationalist,  farmer,  single; 
age,  35.     Born  in  Littleton,  and  educated  there.     Always  a  Democrat. 

Moore,  Ira  A.,  Manchester,  Ward  4.  Republican,  Unitarian,  hotel-keeper, 
married ;  age,  51.  Born  in  Manchester,  November  16,  1833,  and  has  lived 
there  and  in  Bedford  for  the  most  of  the  time.  Educated  in  the  com'uon 
schools,  and  always  held  to  the  same  political  belief  as  at  present. 

Morgan,  Frank  W.,  Hopkinton,      Republican,  no  religious  preference, 

farmer,  married;  age,  44.     Born  in  Hopkinton,  July  22,  1840,  and  has  lived  in 

Concord  and  Weare.     Served  in  Co,  B,  2d  N,  H,  Vols,  as  private,  sergeant  and 

1st  lieutenant  from  August  7,  1861,  till  April  1,  1865,  when  he  was  promoted

to  captain  Ca  F,  and  put  in  command  of  Co.  B  till  mustered  out  on  December

Member  of 
the  House  in  1876  and  1877.     Always  a  Democrat. 

MuDGETT,  John  H.,  Plymouth.    Republican. 

Murray.  Joseph,  Mancliester,  Ward  5.  Democrat,  Catholic,  boot  and  shoe 
dealer,  married;  age,  46.  Born  in  Ireland,  January  27,  1839,  educated  there 
and  came  to  this  country  at  the  age  of  twenty-five,  and  soon  after  settled  in 
Manchester  in  the  boot  and  shoe  business,  which  he  had  learned,  and  has  since 
done  a  large  and  lucrative  business.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  A.  O.  H., 
and  has  held  important  offices  in  the  order,  being  elected  treasurer  of  the 
division  for  six  years  and  of  the  state  tor  four  years.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the 
Parnell  reception  in  Boston,  aleo  at  the  Irish  National  Laud  League  conven- 
tion in  Philadelphia.

Born  in  Bow,  March  3,  1823 ;  he  has  always  lived  there  excepting  five  years  in 
Dorchester  and  the  same  length  of  time  in  Canterbury.  He  served  as  selectman 
in  1861-62  and  67. 

Notes,  Henry  K.,  Easton.  Democrat,  Methodist,  lumberman  and  farmer, 
married:  age,  35.  Born  in  that  part  of  Landaff  now  Easton,  and  educated  in  the 
district  schools.  Has  served  as  surveyor  of  roads  and  also  of  wood,  bark,  and 
lumber.     Always  a  Democrat. 

NuTE,  John  H.,  Dover,  Ward  4.  Republican,  no  religious  preference,  machin- 
ist, single;  age,  45.  Born  in  Dover,  September  13,  1839.  Educated  at  the  "Pine 
Hill"  school.  Has  been  employed  as  foreman  on  iron  repairs  at  the  Sawyer 
woolen-mill  for  the  last  twelve  years.  Began  to  work  in  this  mill  in  1857,  and 
has  been  there  since  except  three  years  and  a  half.  Served  four  years  in  the  city 
government.     Black  Republican  from  the  start.

Has 
served  as  selectman,  etc.  Member  of  the  House  in  1877.  He  voted  for  Lincoln's 
first  election. 

PAliMER,  William  C,  Derry.     Republican. 

Parker,  Harry  E.,  Manchester,  Ward  7.  Republican,  Unitarian,  engaged  in 
cotton-manufacturing,  single;  age,  25.  Born  in  Concord,  September  22,  1859,  and 
has  resided  in  Boston  and  Winchester,  Mass.,  Lyndonville,  Vt.,  and  Canton,  O. 
Educated  in  Boston.     Served  as  secretary  of  his  ward  club.     Always  a  Republican. 

Pattridge,  Winslow  a.,  Chesterfield.  Republican,  believes  in  universal,  lib- 
eral religion,  farmer,  married;  age,  47.  Born  in  1838  on  the  farm  where  he  now 
lives.  Educated  in  the  common  school  and  academy.  Was  in  California  ten 
years  and  extensively  engaged  in  gold  mining ;  held  the  office  of  superintendent 
three  or  more  years ;  clerk  of  the  election  board  six  years,  and  deputy  foreign  tax- 
collector  when  the  laws  imposed  a  tax  of  $4  per  month  upon  all  unauthorized 
foreigners  for  mining  in  Uncle  Sam's  territory.

He  is  seventh  of  11  children  of  Ammi  Peabody.  He  spent  his  minority  on  the 
faim  with  his  father,  attending  and  teaching  school  winters.

age,  47.  Born  in  Newbury,  January  7,  1838,  and  removed  to  Washington  in  1869. 
He  has  served  as  selectman,  and  was  always  a  Republican. 

Perkins,  Daniel  M.,  Newbury.  Democrat,  Universalist,  farmer,  married; 
age,  40.  Born  in  Newbury,  December  18,  1844,  and  always  lived  there.  Attended 
the  common  schools  and  a  few  terms  at  the  New  London  institute.  He  has  sei-ved 
as  selectman,  school  committee,  collector,  and  treasurer. 

Perkins,  Manasah,  Jefferson.  Democrat,  no  religious  preference,  conductor 
on  the  Whitefield  &  Jefferson  railroad,  single;  age  29.  Born  in  Jefferson  and 
always  lived  there.  Educated  in  the  common  school  and  at  Lancaster  academy. 
Served  as  selectman.     Always  a  Democrat. 

Perry,  Henry  S.,  Manchester, Ward  1.  Republican,  Universalist,  manufacturer, 
and  has  worked  on  the  Stark  corporation  over  twenty  years,  married ;  age,  40. 
Born  in  Stewartstown  in  1844,  and  has  lived  in  Manchester  since  1845.  Educated 
in  the  public  schools.  Served  in  the  15th  N.  H.  Vols,  during  the  war.  Has  served 
as  ward  clerk  five  years,  selectman  two  years,and  in  the  common  council  two  years. 

Pettee,  George  F.,  Francestown.  Republican,  Congregationalist,  farmer,  sur- 
veyor, etc.,  married  ;  age,  57.  Born  in  Francestown,  April  9,  1828,  and  has  always 
lived  there,  with  temporary  absences.  Educated  at  Francestown  academy.  Began 
teaching  school  when  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  taught  successfully  in  New 
Hampshire  and  Massachusetts  more  or  less  for  eighteen  years.  He  is  a  practicing 
temperance  man,  using  no  liquor,  cider,  beer,  tea,  coffee,  or  tobacco,  etc.  He  says 
he  thinks  he  has,  "■  in  some  twenty  years'  service  for  the  town  as  selectman  and 
superintending  school  committee,  received  chastenings  enough  to  fit  him  for  some 
of  the  public  houses  at  Concord,  either  of  Representatives  or  that  for  the  insane." 
He  was  always  a  Republican. 

Philbrick,  George  S.,  Tilton.  Democrat,  Methodist,  farmer  and  lumberman, 
married;  age,  41.  Born  at  Sanbornton  Bridge,  August  31,1843.  Educated  at 
the  New  Hampshire  Conference  Seminary.  Taught  school  in  Illinois  in  1864-65, 
and  then  went  to  Colorado,  Oregon,  and  Washington  Territory.  Returned  in  1871. 
Has  generally  refused  to  run  for  office,  though  has  served  on  the  school  committee 
three  years.     Formerly  a  Republican. 

Phipps,  James  M.,  Milan.  Republican,  Baptist,  farmer,  married;  age,  68. 
Born  in  Chatham,  September  3,  1816,  and  has  lived  in  Milan  since  1830.  Worked 
at  the  shoemaker's  trade,  custom  work,  for  fifteen  years ;  then  engaged  in  trade  and 
lumber  business  four  years  ;  in  farming  twelve  years  ;  in  trade  and  lumber  business 
again  for  ten  years  ;  and  since  then  has  been  engaged  in  farming.  Has  served  as 
justice  of  the  peace  since  1846  ;  was  postmaster  three  years  and  selectman  six  years. 
Formerly  a  Whig. 

Pitman,  Joseph,  Bartlett.  Democrat,  Universalist,  civil  engineer,  land-sur- 
veyor and  farmer,  married ;  age,  61.     Born  in  Bartlett,  October,  24,  1823,  and  has 
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always  resided  there.  Educated  at  Conway  academy.  Commenced  teaching  school 
at  the  age  of  17,  and  taught  fifty-four  terms,  the  last  two  at  North  Conway  academy 
in  the  winter  and  spring  of  1874.  He  now  cultivates  a  small  farm  and  does  a 
considerable  amount  of  miscellaneous  business.  Has  served  as  justice  of  the 
peace  for  nearly  forty  years.  He  has  held  all  the  various  town  offices  and  was  com- 
missioner for  Carroll  county  from  1868  to  1871.  Member  of  the  House  in  1875 
and  1876.     Always  a  Democrat. 

Pollard,  Benjamin  N.,  Groton.  Democrat,  no  religious  pi-eference,  farmer, 
married  ;  age,  45.  Born  in  Dorchester,  April  11,  1840,  and  has  resided  in  Canaan 
and  Lowell,  Mass.     He  was  always  a  Democrat. 

Pollard,  John  H.,  Plaistow.  Republican,  Baptist,  farmer,  married  ;  age,  43. 
Born  in  Plaistow.  February  14,  1842,  and  has  always  lived  there.  Educated  at 
Pembroke  and  Kingston  academies.  Has  served  his  town  as  selectman.  Always 
a  Republican. 

Poor,  Joseph,  Haverhill.  Democrat,  no  religious  preference,  merchant,  mar- 
ried; age,  45.  Born  in  Orford  in  1840,  and  educated  in  the  public  schools.  At 
the  election,  his  colleague  was  declared  elected  by  one  majority,  and  he  lacked  one 
of  a  majority ;  he  claims  that  an  illegal  vote  was  cast  against  him  after  it  had 
been  challenged,  and  that  the  late  subsequent  vote  of  the  meeting  to  send  only  one 
representative  cannot  deprive  him  of  his  rights.     He  was  always  a  Democrat. 

Porter,  Winslow  B.,  Walpole.  Democrat,  liberal  in  religious  belief,  and 
willing  to  give  to  all  men  the  right  to  think,  to  speak,  and  to  worship  God,  accord- 
ing to  the  highest  dictates  of  conscience ;  by  profession  he  is  a  physician,  married ; 
age,  61.  Born  in  Morristown,  Vt.,  November  21,  1823.  His  father  died  in  1843, 
leaving  a  family  of  five  boys.  Winslow  B.,  being  the  oldest;  he  was  left  to  enter 
the  battle  of  life,  depending  entirely  upon  his  own  efforts.  He  obtained  an 
academical  education  at  the  Walpole  high  school  and  Swanzey  academy;  he  then 
took  a  medical  course  at  Harvard  and  graduated  from  the  Dartmouth  Medical 
College.  He  has  practiced  his  profession  in  Alstead  and  Walpole  for  about  thirty- 
five  years,  having  moved  to  Walpole  eight  years  ago.  He  is  a  member  and  officer 
of  several  medical  associations.  He  never  entered  the  political  arena,  but  served 
as  selectman  in  1879,  declining  a  re-election  ;  he  was  also  superintendent  of  schools 
in  Alstead  five  years.

Born  in  Errol,  December  11,1847,  and  always 
resided  there.     Served  as  selectman  three  years.     Always  a  Democrat. 

Thurston,  James,  Dover,  Ward  2.  Republican,  Methodist,  clergyman,  mar- 
ried; age,  69.  Born  in  Buxton,  Me.,  March  12,  1816,  and  has  lived  in  Dover  the 
past  sixteen  years.  Educated  at  the  Maine  Wesleyan  Seminary.  Joined  the 
Maine  conference  in  1838  and  served  ten  years  in  the  itinerant  ministry;  appointed 
pastor  at  Portsmouth  in  1848  ;  served  in  many  other  towns  in  the  state,  and  as 
presiding  elder  of  the  Dover  and  Claremont  districts,  and  delegate  to  the  general 
conference  in  1856  and  1864  ;  became  supernumerary  in  1871,  and  has  supplied 
small  churches  since  ;  was  pastor  at  Epping  from  1879  to  82  ;  otherwise,  has  lived 
in  Dover  since  1869.

age,  25.  Born  in  Warner,  October  21,  1859,  and  has  lived  in  Danbury  since  ten 
years  old.  Educated  at  Proctor  academy,  Andover.  Served  as  selectman  in  1881 
and  1882.     Always  a  Democrat.

Urch,  David,  Portsmouth,  Ward  4.  Democrat,  Episcopal,  inventor,  and  clerk 
and  treasurer  of  the  Newcastle  bridge  corporation,  married ;  age,  40.  Born  in 
Newport,  Wales.  Immigrated,  with  his  parents,  to  the  state  of  Illinois,  and,  at  the 
age  of  seventeen  ran  away  and  enlisted  in  the  135th  111.  Vols.,  and  served  as 
private  and  corporal,  principally  against  the  guerrillas  of  Missouri  and  Kansas. 
Educated  at  Chicago  and  Portsmouth.  Has  held  seven  commissions  from  Gover- 
nors Harriman,  Weston.

Born  in  England,  and  has  resided  in  Portsmouth 
twenty-six  years.     Educated  in  England. 

Webster,  John,  Meredith.  Democrat,  Free  Baptist,  farmer,  married  ;  age,

Whitman,  Nelson  S.,  Nashua,  Ward  6.  Democrat,  Methodist,  druggist, 
married;  age,  38.  Born  in  Lyme,  August  25,  1846.  At  the  age  of  seven  his 
father  moved  to  Newbury,  Vt.,  and  he  assisted  on  the  farm  and  attended  the  dis- 
trict school  until  he  became  of  age.  The  next  five  years  he  spent  in  school  and 
study,  the  last  two  in  reading  medicine  with  Drs.

Republican,  Congregational ist,  farmer^ 
and  deputy-sheriff,  married  ;  age,  45.  Born  in  Stratham  in  18-10,  and  has  lived  in 
Newmarket  since  1865.  Educated  in  the  common  schools.  Has  served  as  select- 
man.

Republican,  Cougregationalist, 
real-estate  dealer,  single;  age,  44.  Born  in  Dover,  and  always  resided  there; 
educated  in  the  public  schools  and  academy.  Was  in  charge  of  government 
farms  in  Maryland  during  the  war,  and  returned  home  at  the  close  with  im- 
paired health.  Has  since  served  as  councilman,  in  1869-70;  selectman  in  1876- 
and  alderman  in  1877-78.     Was  always  a  Republican. 

Woodward,  Charles,  New  London.  Republican,  no  religious  preference, 
carpenter,  married;  age, 47.  Born  in  Sutton,  and  has  resided  in  Lowell,  Mass! 
Never  before  held  office.     Was  always  a  Republican, 

Woodward,  Frank  R.,  Hill.  Democrat,  Free  Baptist,  inventor  and  manu- 
facturer, single  ;  age,  40.
